the track and, crashing into the depot 
was completely burned in the wreck of 
the building. Tho violence of the crash 
was such that the depot collapsed on top 
of the wrecked coach. The helpless pas- 
sengers in this conch were crushed and 
maimed in the wreck and then complete- 
ly buried in the collapse of the structure.

ENGINE BOILER BURSTS. 


An instant after thc crash of, the wreck 


the boiler of tho great engine .burst with 
terricfic force, scattering fire and steam 
through the wreck in a manner that 
nade escape for the helpless, imprisoned 
mssengcrn impossible.

The .month has 


been, notable , for its excessive, rainfall 
throughout the state.. Many localities. 
have suffered severely frpm.the flooding 
of lo,w lands, and the washing of. rolling 
cultivated fields. In tae .first instance, 
planted crops have been, drowned out, 
and grains and grasses lodged and cover- 
ed with dirt; and in the second, cultivat- 
ed crops have been washed out and fields 
have been badly injured by the removal 
of alluvial soils. 
. Besides the direct destruction of crops 
the extreme moisture of the soil together 
with the general low temperature, caused 
much seed corn to fail to germinate, and 
.seed potatoes have rotted badly after 
planting. Quite an acreage designed for 
corn in central nnd northern divisions 
had not been planted at date of this 
issue. 


'Oats and barley are in danger .of pro- 


ducing too much straw, . and lodging, all 
other conditions being favorable.- 
" The stand of corn iu the southern di- 
vision is usually reported as satisfactory, 
while in the central and northern divis- 
ions there is much complaint of rotting 
seed nnd damage from cut worms. 


The great need of all crops mow is 


warm dry weather. Dry weather would 
check the too rapid growth of grain, has- 
ten the development of the corn plant, 
and enable the farmer to secure the mar- 
velous crop;!of hay now ready to harvest. 


..The present is the "off year" , for an 


apple, .crop — ^till reports indicate, that. 
for. the nonrbearing season the prospect 
is favorable for an average crop. 


Small fruit promises welL The straw- 


berry crop Is large, ond the markets are 
over-crowded, while cherries raspberries, 
currants andvcooscbcrries are doing nice- 
ly.
